CHAPUT CASE 

On Tuesday, November 16, the Supreme Court of Canada passed 
a judgment against certain police officers who hod disturbed a 
private religious ceremony. Most important, this judgment mied in 
favour of the right of freedom of religious belief; in favour of the 
right of the Jehovoh's Witnesses to engage in private worship. 

. In September I949,about ■40. VVitnessK^o^^^^^^^ 
for worship In a private residence; TTiree'Provi^^^ of 
the Quebec force entered the house and asked. if o service was be 
ing held. They were told readily that there was. They then asked 
peroiission to attend, this was immediately granted. 

The policemen stood watching the sen/ice for several minutes 
while the preacher read the Bible. Then the preacher was asked to 
discontinue the service and the police seized his Bible and some 
other pamphlets. The meeting wos immediately brought to a close 
and everone left quietly without demonstration. 

The owner of the house in which the meeting was held brought 

suit 

One aspect of the Court's decision refers to the right of free 
worship. In this judgment, Mr. Justice Toschereau writes "All reli- 
gions ore on an equal footing . . . arid enjoy the most complete 
liberty of thought. The conscience of each is a personal matter . . . 
It would be distressing to think that a majority rpight impose its 
religious views upon a minority." In this decision, Mr. Justice Tos- 
chereau relies on no text of low. The Court, then, assumes the 
•inherent right of religious freedom. It can therefore be expected 
that the Court will follow the same line of reasoning in any future 
cases involving civil liberties. The United States has d Bill of Rights 
which guarantees civil liberties under the Constitution. Capodo has 
no such decloraton. This Supreme Court decision may become, port 
f a series of judgments which will insure a parallel gubrontee; in 
Canada. In this sense the decision is of vital importance. 

It should be noted, however, that the judgment should not be 
aicen OS giving to the minority the licence to libel the majority. Let 
each respect the position of the other. Canada is federal in its make- 
up. Its federalism has two aspects: the purely geographical division 
and the biculturol French-English division. There are many other 
races ond creeds represented in Canada. Mutual goodwill and respect 
}hese divergent groupings is a vital necessity in the preservo- 
tîSÎ%f d free and federal state.

Wt were moat interested to read 
that you consider the Honours 
English curriculum to bo composed 
largely of 'snap' courses. As hon- 
ours students yre hava . taken ten 
English courses, and we assure you 
that not one of them can bo term- 
ed a "snop." Six of the ten cour- 
ses are compulsory. The other four 
courses can be chosen individually, 
but subject to ' the , direction and 
approval of the' Chairman of the 
English Department We are sure 
you will agree that it is highly un- 
Ulcely that thie Chairman would 
prescribe "snap" courses for hon- 
ours students. Surely wo may be 
allowed some small scope, at any 
rote, in order to develop our indi- 
vidual tastes, whether t^iey be. in 
drama ,wrlting, poetry, compara- 
tive literature, or prose history. 

The six compulsory courses of 
the Honours cùrricnlnm consist of 
a study of English literature from 
the fourteenth to the twentieth 
centuries. In each course the 
student must obtain at least a good 
second class. To write a general 
examination based' on courses in 
which one hos achieved a boo<1 
second class seems unnecessary, es- 
pecially in one's fourth year, when 
the worlc is particularly onerous. . 

On what authority do you base 
your dogmatic assertion? We have 
not, to our knowledge,, seen the 
Editor-in-Chiéf, the Managing Edi- 
tor, or the Executive Editor of the 
McGill Daily in any of our speci- 
ally prescribed Honours closes.
